Resistance to the Trump 
administration has come in several 
forms since November 2016, from giant 
inflatable Trump chickens bouncing 
around the Bay to a global Women’s 
March and good ol’ mass protests. 

Alan Marling is one of many new- 
found “resistance artists” finding 
creative ways to remind everyone 
about the number of ongoing atrocities 
currently sanctioned by the federal 
government. He’s done this by using 
a light projector to shine largely an- 
ti-Trump statements related to news 
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that fires him up that day. 

From supporting sexual assault sur- 
vivors during the confirmation of U.S. 
Supreme Court Justice and accused 
attempted rapist Brett Kavanaugh 
to opposing the travel ban of majori- 
ty-Muslim countries and condemning 
the act of caging immigrant children 
away from their parents, Marling has 
been out with his projector about once 
a week. His projections often take 
place at the Federal Building on Sev- 
enth and Brannan streets in SoMa but 
also on tech offices like Twitter’s lower 
Market Street building. 

But in July 2019, the upper half of 
the building facing Seventh Street was 
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no longer a reliable canvas. With the 
help of Oakland’s First Amendment 
Project, Marling filed a FOIA request 
that found a federal agency spent at 
least $5,456 — and possibly as much 
as $15,000 — on lights to deter pro- 
jections on San Francisco’s Federal 
Building. 

“That area was already well-lit,” 
Marling says. “I cannot help but won- 
der how many thousands of dollars 
the federal government has spent 
installing and powering lights on both 
Mission and 7th that serve no pur- 
pose other than to suppress my First 
Amendment Rights.” 

The General Services Administra-

tion, a federal agency that manages 


government buildings, first spent 
$5,456 in May 2019 to install lighting 
with the “hope to deter public pro- 
jection on the building and further 
increase visibility along 7th [Street] 
according to documents reviewed by 
SF Weekly. Marling noticed additional 
lights installed on the building facing 
Mission Street in November and filed 
another FOIA request. Reason for the 
lighting was simply titled “security 
lighting for annex and cafe” the second 
time around. 

“It’s right here in black and white 
that that’s what they’re trying to do,” 
said James Wheaton, founder and se-

nior counsel of the First Amendment 
Project, based in Oakland. “The ques- 
tion is, can they do that? The answer 
is yes.” 

Using public space for free speech 
isn’t protected in certain circum- 
stances, so long as the denial of use is 
not on the basis of what’s being said, 
Wheaton says. This would include the 
speech method — like a projection, 
say — being considered a nuisance or 
affecting the use of the building and 
its inhabitants. Still, Wheaton advised 
Marling that pushing First Amend- 
ment rights in court is not likely to 
be fruitful especially with the pretext 
of needed security lighting. GSA also 
disagrees that the lights impede free 
speech. 

“Recently installed exterior secu- 
rity lighting enhances the safety of 
building tenants and people who visit 
the San Francisco Federal Building,” 
GSA spokesperson Andra Higgs tells 
SF Weekly in an email. “There has been 
growing safety concerns by federal em- 
ployees and neighborhood representa- 
tives about illegal activities on public 
sidewalks, city streets, and the plaza 
surrounding the San Francisco Federal 
Building.” 

Though the agency spent thousands 
of dollars to discourage projections, 
Marling gets the last laugh: He bought 
a stronger projector and could simply 
keep upgrading. 

Wheaton advises other projection 
activists to refrain from anything that 
could be considered a nuisance by wait- 
ing for a building’s inhabitants to leave 
and avoiding trespassing. 

Wheaton says the agency’s attempt 
to drown out Marling’s light is one of 
the most interesting free speech cases 
he’s seen in recent years. 

“It didn’t work is the funny thing,” 
he says. “We say, oh yea, let a thousand 
projectors shine.” 
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Dear New 
York City 


From hip-hop to pizza to who 
has the highest rents, California vs. New 
York is a never-ending argument. 

Headlining the bill are New York 
City and San Francisco — two cities 
revered as bastions of culture. Though 
Manhattan and its surrounding bor- 
oughs clearly have the advantage on 
some counts (museums, live theater), 
San Francisco has always enjoyed a 
comfortable edge when it comes to 
cannabis. 

Now it appears New York Gov. An- 
drew Cuomo is finally ready to close 
the gap. 

Though Cuomo previously includ- 
ed cannabis legalization in his 2019 
budget proposal for the state, there is 
reason to believe his decision to do so 
once more may lead to more promising 
results this time. Last year’s attempt 
was stalled when New York lawmakers 
failed to find consensus on the finer 
details of legalization, ultimately lead- 
ing Cuomo to drop the plan, but he’s 
ready to give it another shot. 







On Jan. 21, Cuomo once again in- 
cluded adult use cannabis in his budget 
proposal for 2020. In an accompanying 
speech, he advocated for using the 
budget as a means of securing legal- 
ization, calling it “[an] opportunity, 
frankly, to make some tough decisions 
and work through tough issues.” 
Indeed, Gov. Cuomo and his adminis- 
tration are about to embark on a chal- 
lenge that’s difficult to quantify. 

Despite assurances to the contrary, 
it’s clear now that California — the 
first state to allow medical cannabis 
and easily the largest adult-use econo- 
my of any state operating today — was 
not ready for the consequences of 
Proposition 64 passing in 2016. As the 
state of New York and its namesake 
city now also prepare to navigate the 
numerous, often tumultuous, challeng- 
es that legalized cannabis presents, 
here are a few lessons 
worth remembering. 

For starters, Califor- 
nia has had quite a diffi- 
cult time comprehend- 
ing the concept of not 
raising taxes until the 
illicit market is eradicat- 
ed. Ask just about any 
licensed operator in the 
state what the biggest 
issue is for California’s 
cannabis industry and 
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they'll inevitably tell you it’s taxes. 
“The hardest thing is actually 


getting legislators to understand 


the consequences,” Flow Kana CEO 
Michael Steinmetz told SF Weekly in 
December. 

Flow Kana is one of several Califor- 
nia companies to announce layoffs in 
recent months, with taxes and lack of 
access to traditional banking methods 
often cited as the cause. While it was 
somewhat inevitable that the “green 
rush” would eventually lead to a cull- 
ing as the market continues to define 
itself, many of the businesses being 
forced to reduce their workforce or 
pause plans for expansion (WeedMaps, 
CannaCraft) are among the industry’s 
most successful. How does something 
like that happen? 

For New York to succeed where 
California has failed, the recipe 
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calls for a gradually rising tax rate and 
an influx of resources devoted to rout- 
ing out illegal operators. If legal weed 
costs too much, people will just buy 

it somewhere else, so ideally a state 
would start with low tax rates (which 


itself can be subsidized by permit- 
ting fees), get customers to make the 
switch to legal channels, force illicit 
operations out of business, and then 
bring the taxes up a bit as the market 
stabilizes — and once there isn't a 
cheaper alternative readily available. 
Another area of immense impor- 
tance is social equity. Sure, being able to 
buy weed without fear of arrest is awe- 
some, but that doesn’t inherently help 
those already incarcerated or adversely 
affected by decades of drug policies 
that overwhelmingly targeted minority 
communities. ‘Thus, restorative justice 
cannot be viewed merely as 
one arm of the legalization 
octopus but instead must 
be seen as an imperative 
precursor to establishing a 
regulated cannabis market. 
San Francisco and Oak- 
land have both attempted 
to prioritize equity, but the 
results are mixed at best. 
For example, it took just 
shy of two years before the 
first equity-operated dis- 
pensary in San Francisco, 
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Berner’s on Haight, opened its doors this 
past December. That’s quite a large lead 
for outfits that opened on Jan. 1, 2018 
— all medical dispensaries given the op- 
portunity to convert to retail — to garner 
customer loyalty and brand recognition. 
Ideally, equity programs will provide 
a pathway for qualified candidates to 
gain priority access to permitting and 
resources in the legal cannabis space. In 
order for that concept to truly take hold, 
however, it requires a system that does 
not license nearly 40 retail operators—as 
San Francisco has—before its first equity 
candidate can open their doors. 
Furthermore, New York should look 
to mimic the efforts of former SF District 
Attorney George Gascon, who partnered 
with the non-profit Code for America to 
automatically expunge eligible criminal 
records of cannabis-related convictions. 
In short, New York must take 
accountability for its past and plan ap- 
propriately for its future if it wishes to 
see the state’s legal cannabis market to 
thrive. Perhaps the best thing California’s 
legalization struggles can yield is a better 
blueprint that the next crop of states to 
legalize can follow. 
Just don’t ever tell us your weed is 
better.

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Amazon 
Accountability 


Needed

This week’s article will focus on 
a legal battle my firm is currently en- 
gaged in with Amazon. On November 
28, 2015, our client purchased, through 
Amazon, a hoverboard for her son for 
Christmas. The hoverboard was manu- 
factured by a Chinese company, TurnU- 
pUp. On December 16, 2015, the 
hoverboard arrived. The shipping label 
said that it had been shipped by Forri- 
nix Technology, a company in Alham- 
bra, California. The hoverboard was 
opened on Christmas and enjoyed 
throughout the holiday. On New Year’s 
Eve, after a day of play, the hoverboard 
was plugged in to charge overnight. 
When the mother heard a noise coming 
from her son’s bedroom and went to in- 
vestigate, she saw that the hoverboard 
was burning intensely like a firework, 
and the bed and bedroom were on fire. 
During the fire, our client suffered se- 
vere burns, and the bedroom sustained 
heavy fire damage. The cause of the fire 
was determined to be exploding lith- 


ium ion batteries. 

Unbeknownst to our client and 
the rest of the world, Amazon had 
knowledge of a rash of hoverboard 
fires. Amazon had sold over 400,000 
hoverboards in the weeks leading 
up to Christmas. It had over 60,000 
separate listings for hoverboards 
at the peak of the season. Amazon 
had been receiving reports of fires 
associated with hoverboards around 
the world. According to testimony I 
obtained during a deposition of the 
head of Amazon’s Product Safety and 
Recalls Team, Mr. Jones, by mid-No- 
vember, 2015, Amazon was “monitor- 
ing” hoverboard fire issues, reviewing 
cases from as far back as January, 
2014. As Christmas approached, Am- 
azon was in almost daily contact with 
the United States Consumer Products 
Safety Commission (CPSC) passing 
along reports of fires that Amazon 
had received from its customers. 
Indeed, the CPSC had asked Amazon 
to monitor and report all hoverboard 
fires as Amazon was the largest single 
seller of these products in the United 
States, and Amazon could directly 
communicate with purchasers. By 
November 20, 2015, Amazon was 
aware that Costco, concerned for the 
safety of its customers, had pulled 
hoverboards from their shelves and 
stopped selling them to the public. 
Because of concern over fires, on 


Cal-Mart 
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December 4, 2010, Amazon had 
pulled all hoverboard listings from 
its United Kingdom sales platform 
but kept selling them in the United 
States. Finally, on December 10, 
2015, Doug Herrington, the head of 
Amazon’s North American retail busi- 
ness, made the decision to remove all 
third-party sellers’ hoverboards from 
its website because of complaints “of 
hoverboards/batteries catching fire 
or exploding, or of sparking battery 
charges for hoverboards,” and be- 
cause of concerns that the reports 
“might be indicative of safety issues 
of these products across Chinese 
manufacturing.” Over 60,000 sepa- 
rate listings were taken down from 
Amazon’s “marketplace.” 

Although Amazon stopped sell- 
ing hoverboards, Amazon neither 
stopped delivery of those in transit, 
nor did our client receive any notice 
from Amazon about the potential 
for fire. 

Under California Law, anyone or 
any enterprise in the “chain of distri- 
bution” between the manufacturer 
and the retailer can be held liable for 
injuries caused by the product. This 
makes everybody who is involved 
in the sale of the product is respon- 
sible for making sure the products 
are safe, which is a benefit to every 
consumer. They can inspect them, 
reject them, research them and oth- 


erwise determine if they are suitable 
for sale. Additionally, they are in the 
best position to purchase insurance, 
which can cover injuries caused to 
consumer and at a fraction the cost 
of that among the many products 
they sell, thereby increasing the price 
only slightly while incorporating the 
true costs of the product into its sales 
price. If the true costs, including in- 
surance, make the product too expen- 
sive, then application of free market 
principles should lead to it being dis- 
continued from sale. This increases 
the cost a few pennies spread across 
all who use the product, which is 
fairer than having one injured person 
bear all the costs and losses associ- 
ated with the product when they are 
injured. That is, in effect, a subsidy. 
(Okay, I am revealing what I learned 
in one of my degrees involving law 
and economics.) 

Amazon claims it is not in the 
chain of distribution: it is just a new 
form of classified advertising. This 
is BS. Amazon is the largest single 
seller of products. In its own doc- 
umentation, Amazon calls itself a 
retailer. It gets paid a posting fee 
for each item listed. Amazon com- 
pletely controls the content of each 
posting and has the right to edit and 
delete it. Buyers and sellers must 
communicate only through Amazon, 
and they cannot contact each other 


directly. The financial transaction is 
handled through Amazon. Amazon 
takes a percentage of every product 
sold, including shipping. Any prod- 
uct difficulties or complaints must 
go through Amazon. Ifa product is 
returned, Amazon charges the seller 
a return fee. Amazon offers an A-Z 
guaranty saying it will make the cus- 
tomer satisfied, including a refund, 
even if the manufacturer goes out of 
business. And now Amazon has ful- 
fillment centers where it keeps stock 
on hand to satisfy orders. 

Amazon has changed the land- 
scape of our world, causing people 
to lose retail jobs by the hundreds 
of thousands. Amazon is one of 
the most valuable companies in the 
world. It must step up and be respon- 
sible corporate citizens instead of 
just not caring what it sells and if the 
consumer gets hurt. 

To change this, I am working with 
the Consumer Attorneys of Califor- 
nia to get a law passed, which would 
make Amazon just as responsible as 
any other retailer when the products 
it sells cause harm. It’s part of what 
I think a lawyer representing injured 
people should do: protect their rights 
and fight against corporate greed.

San Francisco’s Beer Week takes 
place over 10 days all over San Francisco 
and its neighboring regions. The main 
event, however, takes place on a Febru- 
ary night on the waterfront. 

What started as a loose, somewhat 
haphazard coalition of events in 2009 
has grown into an evening that, on 
Feb. 7 in Pier 35, will bring together 
more than 120 breweries from all over 
Northern California. 

For those who haven't been to Beer 
Weel’s opening exhibition before, the 
number of people and the number of 
beers involved are impressive to be- 
hold; hearing that 123 breweries have 
crammed in next to each other with lit- 
tle tables holding kegs of beer is differ- 
ent than experiencing an endless line 
of bodies lined up as far as the eye can 
see with teeny little sampler glasses. 

Many of the beers are a delight. 
Most famously, people come from all 
over the world for Russian River’s Pliny 
the Younger, a triple IPA the brewery 
makes just once a year, the first week 
of February, which just happens to 
coincide with beer week. It’s a boozy 
treat that spawns lines that wend and 
twist nearly out the door. For other 
brewers, Beer Week is a chance to 
make their mark not just with civilian 
suds enthusiasts, but with the larger 
beer community. This year’s festivities 
will feature 24 first-time participants 
in Beer Week. Some of them, like Pa- 
cifica Brewing Co.’s Cameron Collier, 
have just recently hung out their own 
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shingle. 

Collier previously worked at Fort 
Point Beer Co. as the production 
operations director. A friend of his in- 
troduced him to the owners, husband 
and wife Sylvain Montassier and Helen 
Nasser, working on getting Pacifica 
Brewing Co. off the ground. Collier 
starting consulting on how to make 
an ideal brewing space, and eventually 
decided to leave Fort Point entirely 
and become the head brewmaster at 
Pacifica. 

The brewery, which opened in Oc- 
tober 2019 in the parking lot across 
from the Sea Bowl, has a focus on tra- 
ditional German-style beers, seasonal 
rotations, and beers that pair well with 
chef Montassier’s food. 

“All the beers are named after local 
flora and fauna,” Collier tells SF Weekly. 
“The first beer we made was a tropical 
IPA. It turned out great, people really 
enjoyed it. It’ll be one of our flagship 
beers: Yarrow. Yarrow is a wildflower 
that grows all over the coast.” 

For Collier, the transition has been 
noticeable — going from a large Fort 
Point team to pretty much being the 
team — but so far manageable and 
worth it. 

“One of the thing I really want to 
show people [during Beer Week] is 
that Pacifica is a beautiful place and it’s 
only 20 minutes from San Francisco,” 
Collier says. “It’s a great pit stop for 
anyone going up and down the coast.”

Learn About 
Beer Science 
with Jim Brown 


The head of UC Davis’ brewing 
program will give a talk at a City 
College fundraiser as part of 
Beer Week. 


While much of Beer Week con- 
sists of various tap takeovers and re- 
lease parties, there are also more unique 
events like the lecture and trivia night 
Laughing Monk Brewing is hosting. 

Jim Brown, the director of fermen- 
tation science at UC Davis, will lead a 
chat about beer and the science behind 
it. Brown was 30-years old and working 
as an operations manager for an alarm 
company when he got fed up and decid- 
ed to go back to school to learn about 
brewing. He’s spent more than 20 years 
pursuing that passion and learning 
more about yeast than you thought 
possible. SF Weekly spoke to Brown 
ahead of his talk. 


SF WEEKLY: How did you get into 
brewing? 

BROWN: When I turned 30, that was 
my midlife crisis. I quit my job and 
went to study winemaking and brew- 
ing. I got hooked on yeast research. | 
went into a Ph.D. program studying 
yeast. At the time, cutting-edge things 
were happening. The human genome 
was being sequenced and [researchers 
were] using yeast to help figure it out. 


SFW: Why were you hooked on 
yeast research? 

BROWN: [In brewing], the yeast is 
doing something you can’t doina 
chemistry set. It’s so fascinating. So 
many things that can go wrong. There’s 
an ecology of bacteria and yeast work- 
ing together. Every culture has its own 
beer and wine and that’s because of 
yeast doing different things in those 
environments. There’s a lot of spoiled 
beer out there, spoiled wine, and there 
doesn’t have to be. You have to know 
what you're doing. 


SFW: Who approached you about 
doing this fundraiser? 
BROWN: CCSF was already doing a 


fundraiser, and I do a lot of beer sci- 
ence. Application of science is a great 
thing. They thought it would be good 
for me to give a talk to science nerds 
and explain things they didn’t know. It 
just so happens it [coincided with] Beer 
Week. It’s getting a lot of interest. It’s 
going to be a really entertaining talk for 
both science and beer geeks that really 
want to know a bit more. There'll be 
things you didn’t know. 


SFW: What will your talk be about? 
BROWN: I was specifically asked to give 
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a talk that has the science behind the 
flavor. There’s a lot of bad information 
out there. There’s a wealth of informa- 
tion [on the internet]. You see people 
online arguing back and forth and they 
have no idea why they’re supposed to 
be doing things... they don’t know the 
science behind it. My passion, why I got 
into it is... that you can figure it out. 
For instance, [at UC Davis] we have an 
entire online course on foam. It’s criti- 
cally important. It’s the first thing you 
see in a glass. If you have no foam at all, 
it’s less attractive. Even the lacing af- 
fects what you perceive as the quality of 
the beer. It can foam over or it can be 
nice and collapse into nothing. To have 
a consistent quality beer, foam is one of 
the first things you need to solve. 


SFW: I heard that if there’s a bunch 
of foam lacing on a pint glass when 
you finish, it means the glass was 
clean. True? 

BROWN: If the soap and/or detergent 
are not properly rinsed off, you'll get 
foam collapse, and when you drink the

beer, you're not leaving those proteins 
behind on the glass. 


SFW: What’s the biggest change in 
brewing since you got really into it? 
BROWN: Acceptance of historic styles. 
Like wine has terroir, beer has a sense 
of place. I’m kind of disappointed we 
get in these fads like hazy IPAs are 

the only things people want to make. 
There’s also more interest in making 

a balanced beer. Balance quality is im- 
portant. We don’t have people making 
these big hop bombs anymore. Having 
an unbalanced beer on the market 
doesn’t last. Beer has to be interesting. 
Margins in breweries are very, very 
small. They need to be consistent. You 
need to respect your customer and give 
them something they relate to and rely 
on. 


SFW: Do you have a favorite beer? 
BROWN: Wherever I travel, I’m drink- 
ing the local beer. I’m not going to go 
all the way to Venice and drink a Sierra 
Nevada. I like to taste what’s local. One 
of the exciting things that are coming 
out now are real ales. They’re carbon- 
ated in the barrels. It’s an old style. En- 
gland had a big sweep of it back in the 
90s and now we're starting to catch on, 
too. They have a style that’s different 
than canned beer. 


SFW: What prompts something like 
that? 

BROWN: There’s the emotional as- 
pect of that, the style, so it’s less of a 
chemistry set making beer. It’s more of 
the artisanal. It’s the extreme of being 
artisanal. The bacteria and yeast are 
evolving as you're making it. They’re 
less stable so you have to be quicker. 
Breweries are closer to their customers 
now. There’s an emotional attachment. 
Commitment to local breweries is get- 


ting higher and higher. 


SFW: Anything else you want to 
say? 

BROWN: If there’s one thing I'd recom- 
mend everybody do, it’s drink beer out 
of a good glass. If not, you're missing 
all the quality.

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Longing for a Room and a Country of One's 


Own in Moura

The protagonist of Heather Raffo’s 
play Noura serves two competing agen- 
das. The first is the playwright’s attempt 
to create a living, breathing character 
with plausible actions, thoughts, and 
emotions. The second is the playwright’s 
edifying message. Raffo’s concerns about 
the people of Iraq — she is an 
Iraqi-American — are as personal as they 
are profound. But it takes an actor with 
Denmo Ibrahim’s talent to make a coher- 
ent character from the playwright’s psy- 
chologically inconsistent script. 

In the program notes, one of the 
artistic directors of the play, Torange 
Yeghiazarian, describes Noura as a 
nod to Henrik Ibsen’s A Doll’s House. 
First staged in 1879, Ibsen centers 
the dramatic tension around his Nora, 
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her husband Torvald, and the moral 
crisis they face as a married couple. As 
the play develops, so too does Nora’s 
consciousness. She begins to bristle 
against the constraints of a paternalis- 
tic society that her condescending hus- 
band reinforces at home. Nora decides 
to free herself from this subordinate 
position. She leaves Torvald, and her 
children, to become an independent, 
autonomous person. 

Raffo’s 21st century Noura, though, 
is already in exile when the play be- 
gins. There’s no place left to escape to. 
At some point during the war, she and 
her husband Tareq (Mattico David) 
left Iraq with their young son Yazen 
(Valentino Herrera). Now they live in 
New York City and are still undergo- 
ing the long process of assimilation. 
After eight years in the United States, 
they’ve all just become American cit- 
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izens. Their passports have arrived in 
time for Christmas. The giant, decorat- 
ed tree in their living room tells us that 
Noura and Tareq are Christian, not 
Muslim, a detail that’s meant to fulfill 
a underexplored subplot. 

They re expecting visitors for 
the holiday: Noura’s oldest family 
friend Rafa’a (Abraham Makany), and 
Maryam (Maya Nazzal), an Iraqi or- 
phan, now college-aged, who they’ve 
been sponsoring for the past few years. 
On the outside, things are looking 
up for the family. After working in 
low-paying jobs since they arrived in 
the U.S., Tareq has recently started to 
practice medicine again after passing 
his exams. He encourages Noura to 
restart her architecture career. In her 
spare time, she continues to draw 
buildings, including a hypothetical 


compound to house the remaining

members of their extended, scattered 
family — but she’s resistant to the 
idea. Unfortunately, we don’t ever find 
out why that is. 

Ibrahim is a composed presence on 
stage. In each passing monologue, she 
slowly lets her character’s neuroses 
become visible. Given the context — 
hosting a holiday dinner — Noura’s 
stress level makes sense. But she be- 
comes intermittently volatile and with- 
holding, triggered by something other 
than the routine worries that come 
with hosting a dinner party. Before the 
guests arrive, Noura objects to the fact 
that Tareq Americanized their names 
on the passports. Tareq thinks it’s a 
change for the better so that they can 
move on and away from the past. His 
hands shake so badly he can no longer 
perform surgery. 

That tenuous place, of living in be- 


tween cultures, is an existential limbo 
for Noura. She’s been repressing this 
internal conflict since fleeing Iraq and 
is wracked with, among other symp- 
toms of PTSD, survivor’s guilt. But 
seeing their new names (she’s become 
Nora) in bold print ignites her identity 
crisis. Is it right for her, for them, to 
abandon their past because the coun- 
try’s now in ruins? 

In Torvald, the audience can sense 
right away that he excels at mansplain- 
ing. But, given his limitations, he does 
love Nora. So it’s not an inevitability 
that she will leave him. That’s what’s 
still convincing about the play a cen- 
tury later. We watch the actor playing 
Nora awaken and come to her own 
conclusions about him and their mar- 
riage. Tareq, however, has an exasper- 
ating sudden shift in attitude toward 
his wife late in the play. The same man 
who encourages her to resume her 
career, and who doesn't object to her 
intimate friendship with the clearly 
lovelorn Rafa’a, fundamentally con- 
demns her. 

But Raffo doesn’t structure her 
play the way that Ibsen does. Noura’s 
awakening isn’t about feeling caged 
in a marriage — hers is a political 
awakening. The American patriarchy 
went to war and destroyed her home, 
her family, and, she believes, an en- 
tire culture. Even though she and her 
nuclear family are safe, Noura can’t 
simply shed her past and accept this 
new identity. While this strains the 
character, Raffo also burdens Noura 
with another personal complication 
that brings the plot to a parboil. It’s 
not clear what action, if any, she'll take 
to resolve her problems. I’m not sure 
Noura, as a character, evolves beyond 
the moods that Ibrahim crafts for her. 
Like the play itself, the psychology of 
the character ends where she begins, in 
a limbo caused by the fog of war.

Colonial Legacy 


Specter of Ancestors Becoming brings the Senegalese-Vietnamese experience to the fore.

The most prominent “ancestors” 
in Tuan Andrew Nguyen’s powerful new 
video work at SFMOMA — the fathers, 
mothers, daughters, and sons we meet 
on four large screens — aren't Nguyen’s 
ancestors. And they aren't some long-ago 
people who once inhabited Nguyen’s na- 
tive Vietnam. 

No, they're modern actors and ac- 
tresses who — in the moment of Nguy- 
en's filming — are voicing scenes that 
re-live one of the most wrenching and lit- 
tle-known periods of Vietnam’s history: 
French colonialism and warfare that 
brought West African soldiers to the 
South Asian country, where they started 
mixed-race families with Vietnamese 
women — only to force many of these 
children and mothers to leave Vietnam 
for Senegal. 

The cultural upheaval uprooted 
scores of people in the 1940s and 
1950s — and its impact is still being 
felt today in West Africa and Vietnam. 
In Nguyen’s video work, called The 
Specter of Ancestors Becoming, we see 
reconstructed scenes of confrontation, 
finger-pointing, mistrust, and love that 
once drove these Senegalese-Vietnam- 
ese families to make life-changing de- 
cisions. Were they the right decisions? 
Nguyen lets the actors and actresses, 
all of whom are descendants of these 
Senegalese-Vietnamese families, sort 
out the questions. All the while, Nguy- 
en shows, on one of the four screens, 
the writer of each scene reading the 
script’s lines (three of the scenes were 
written by Senegalese-Vietnamese 
writers). All the while, Nguyen shows 


glimpses of photos and footage that 
really are from the 1940s, which reveal 
on-the-ground realities of African sol- 
diers in Vietnam and on-the-ground 
realities of African-Vietnamese unions. 

Race is a subtext of The Specter of 
Ancestors Becoming, as with soldiers 
who are deemed “French” but consider 
themselves African and are subject- 
ed to cruel double standards, and as 
with the children of these mixed-race 
unions who — in West Africa — try 
to reconcile their multiple identities. 
Gender is also a subtext of The Specter 
of Ancestors Becoming, as with Nguyen’s 
spotlight on women who had to choose 
whether to join their African husbands 
and leave everything behind, and as 
with Vietnamese women in West Afri- 
ca who have to face the consequences 
of those very decisions. 

The Specter of Ancestors Becoming 
is in SEFMOMA’s “Soft Power” exhibit, 
which features 20 international artists, 
many of them commissioned to do the 
presented works on display. 

SFMOMA says the exhibit is “about 
the ways in which artists deploy art 
to explore their roles as citizens and 
social actors,” and Nguyen’s role is 
really as an artist, filmmaker, and his- 
torian who tells stories that delve, he 
says, into “counter memory and post 
memory. 

“My work is about memory — in 
the broadest terms of how memory is 
defined, and how we understand histo- 
ry and how we're taught about history 
as a kind of memory. It’s an institu- 
tional memory that’s handed down to 
us,” Nguyen tells SF Weekly in a Skype 
interview from Ho Chi Minh City. “Tm 





particularly interested in the erasures 
of some of those histories and memo- 
ries — and a lot of these erasures are 
caused by the trauma of colonialism 
and the aftershocks of colonialism.” 

Originally commissioned by the 
Sharjah Art Foundation, The Specter 
of Ancestors Becoming is everything 
great film can be: It’s visually sump- 
tuous, with some of the four screens 
using slow motion to spotlight related 
scenes; it has writing that’s poetic 
and profound; it features actors and 
actresses who inhabit their roles with 
a deepness that’s clear to see; and it’s 
illuminating — connecting history 
to the present day, and revealing a 
diaspora that has been mostly hidden 
from view. Who was doing the hiding? 
Sometimes, Nguyen discovered, it was 
the descendants themselves — people 
of Senegalese-Vietnamese ancestry 
who didn’t want to talk about their 
families’ past and the long trail of 
colonialism, hurt, adjustment, and 
reconciliation. In this way, the “ances- 
tors” in the work’s title can be thought 
of as those finally speaking up about 
the facts of their lives — even if those 
facts reveal a rough past that some 
would rather forget. 

“These are stories that aren’t 
acknowledged by the dominant nar- 
rative, and by histories. Some of the 
stories weren't even acknowledged 
by their parents,” says Nguyen. “It’s a 
community that very few people know 
about. But it’s interesting because once 
you start talking about it with people, 
they say, ‘Oh, my grandmother’s friend 
is half-Vietnamese. Or, ‘My nephew 
married someone who’s a quarter Viet- 
namese.’ There’s an invisibility there. 
Because the community has been there 
for so long and they’re in their fourth 
or fifth generation now. They’ve been 
there so long that you can’t tell they’re 
Vietnamese. And because no one really 
talks about that history, so there are 
layers of invisibility that are happen- 
ing. But once you start asking around, 
it’s amazing how large that community 
really is.”

Cunningham's 
Art Helps 
Native 
American 
Causes 


The artist has had a busy 
2020, including atrip to 


Canada to protest fracking.

The first month of 2020 has 
been a fantastic one for San Fran- 
cisco artist Spencer Keeton Cun- 
ningham. 

His work is in the Crocker Art 
Museum’s major exhibit called 
“When I Remember I See Red: 
American Indian Art and Ac- 
tivism in California,” which will 
travel from Sacramento to other 
U.S. venues. BAMPFA has been 
featuring Cunningham’s paint- 
ing, “me and my , ona 
prominent entry-level wall of the 
downtown Berkeley arts space. 
And Cunningham’s new exhibit 
of large-scale works, “Displaced,” 
opened at San Francisco’s Mid- 
way, where it continues for sev- 
eral weeks. 

So why is Cunningham on the 
road to British Columbia, driving 
away from Northern California 
and his new art successes? 

Because Cunningham, 36, 
is also an activist who uses his 
time for the cause of Native 
American rights — whether it’s 
in the United States or Canada. 
Right now, Cunningham thinks 
he can do the greatest work in 


Canada, where he planned to join 


the Wetsuweten, a First Nations 
people, in documenting their 
concerns over a major Canadian 
pipeline and fracking project. 


“It’s being advertised as a ‘nat- 
ural gas clean pipeline’ but what 
they’re really doing is hydraulic 
fracking that’s horrible for the 
environment,’ Cunningham tells 
SF Weekly by telephone from 
Washington State, hours before 
he was to cross the Canadian bor- 
der into British Columbia. 

“They're going to pollute the 
water,’ he says. “They’re putting 
this pipeline in and displac- 
ing people who are protesting 
— they’re being arrested and 
pushed further back into their 
property.” 

Cunningham plans to return 
to San Francisco for the Feb. 9, 6 
p.m. closing party of “Displaced,” 
an exhibit of vertical, wall-sized 
paintings that use dark humor, 
bright colors, and potent sym- 
bols to address issues around dis- 
placed people, including Native 
Americans. “Future Apocalypse 
7 Generations Later” is the em- 
bodiment of Cunningham’s art 
approach. Amid a series of spilled 
oil (one blotch looks like Mickey 
Mouse’s head), tree stumps, and 
burning fires, a skeleton witha 
head feather lies on the ground, 
looking skyward. Fire burning is 
a longtime Native American rit- 
ual, and Cunningham’s most ar- 
tistically abstract work is Smoke 
Clouds, whose swirls of dark 
acrylic paint are reminiscent of 
Richard Serra’s paint-stick works 
or even some works by Robert 
Motherwell. 

Sales from Cunningham’s 
exhibit benefit the Wetsuweten’s 
challenge of Canada’s pipeline 
and fracking project. Cunning- 
ham wants visitors to the Mid- 
way Gallery to leave with more 
than an appreciation on his art- 
istry. Cunningham doesn’t make 
art for art’s sake. He says he 
can’t. And he says the exhibit’s ti- 
tle, “Displaced,” references global 
developments and Native Ameri- 
can history but is also a personal 
lament — applicable, he says, to 
Native American artists who've 
been exiled from San Francisco 
because of high rents and other 
rising costs. 

“All my native friends are 
gone — everybody is gone,” Cun- 
ningham says, “and I feel like ’'m 
the last of a few people who are 
artists who are still in the city.”

Lavash serves its plates of rice 
with a saffron heart drizzled into them. 

It’s a small, sweet touch that is 
(intentionally or unintentionally) 
reminiscent of the romance behind 
the Inner Sunset Persian restaurant, 
which reopened recently after a 50- 
year history filled with changing and 
new businesses, a rose-filled proposal, 
and a fire that forced owners Saeed and 
Nazila Talai to close Lavash’s doors for 
two years in 2018. 

But now Lavash is back, and things 
have more or less stayed the same, 
including its warm interior with a 
lover’s corner in the back and the same 
Iranian dishes that became hits among 
Lavash fans. 

Start your dinner at Lavash with 
something refreshing to get your ap- 
petite excited — try the sabzi panir 
($12), a plate of squares of Lavash 
bread, feta cheese, cucumber, and to-

mato. Paired with a healthy heaping of 
fresh herbs, the sabzi panir takes sim- 
ple ingredients and elevates them to 
an aromatic appetizer. If you're looking 
for something with a bit more punch, 
the shiraz salad takes a few of the 
same ingredients — cucumber and to- 
mato — and tosses them with olive oil 
and lime dressing. You could eat this 
for a long time and still be invested in 
every summery, sweet, tart bite. 

For an appetizer in colder weather, 
try the kashk-e bademjan, a crowd 
favorite consisting of soft, warm roast- 
ed eggplant decorated with yogurt,

mint flakes, and saffron. Roasted garlic 
pieces on top lend the dish a dynamic 
texture. It’s served with the same La- 
vash bread from the sabzi panir that 
the restaurant is named after. 

The kashk-e bademjan is warm and 
homey, as is the fesenjan, a chicken 
and walnut stew served with basmati 
rice. Ihe pomegranate sauce is strong, 
so it’s definitely a sweeter dish. If 
you re dining with a guest (or on your 
own, we support this), order the La- 
vash Special ($46), which contains 
two pieces of shishlik (lamb), a skewer 
of joojeh (chicken), and a skewer of 
koobideh (beef and lamb). It’s a really 
great way to sample multiple kabobs 
from Lavash’s menu, and each piece is 
melt-in-your-mouth tender. The joojeh 
is marinated in lime, olive oil, and 
saffron seasoning, and has an almost 
crispy top; the shishlik carries similar 
spices and flavors, but is wonderfully 
gamey. The Lavash Special also comes 
with a skewer of vegetables: bell pep- 
per, onion, tomato, zucchini: There’s 
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light charring around the edges, but 
most of the attention goes to how the 
vegetables already have strong flavors 
and textures that don’t need a lot of 
help from seasoning. 

Lavash is also known for its choco- 
late baghlava (baklava). Dubbed “cho- 
clava’” ($7), the dessert is your stan- 
dard baklava with a layer of chocolate 
and the same honey sweetness. They 
also serve traditional baghlava ($7), 
which comes with a thick, crunchy 
layer of pistachios instead. Personally, 
I preferred the pistachio baghlava, 
because pistachios are amazing and 
having the extra texture is a really 
great complement to the baghlava’s 
flakiness. If you really like pistachio, 
or have even moderate feelings toward 
the nut, you have to try the bastani 
($7) — Persian gelato with rose wa- 
ter, saffron, and pistachio. Lavash 
gets their ice cream from a maker in 
San Jose, and the rose water makes a 
strong case that every pistachio-fla- 
vored ice cream should have rose water

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in it — it’s beautifully fragrant. I know 
that I’m going to take the N line back 
to 7th and Irving just so I can sit by 
myself with a slice of baghlava and a 
scoop of bastani. (I know I’ve said sim- 
ilar things about other desserts, but I 
am really passionate about this one.) 

Lavash serves wine and beer, but its 
non-alcoholic beverages are definitely 
worth ordering. The teas are sourced 
from all over the world (Nazila used to 
run a tea lounge called Rose Tea on the 
same block as Lavash) and come ina 
pot stuffed with mint leaves and a stick 
of rock candy. Try the rose or saffron 
($6), or disregard teas entirely and or- 
der the pomegranate kombucha ($6) 
instead: It’s served in a large wine glass 
and is lightly sweet and fizzy.

umami crispness. 

While “plant-based” restaurants 
and lab-grown meatless burgers hog all 
the headlines, there’s a counter-trend 
at work, a shameless rededication of 
our attention to the un-subtle joy of 
meat and dairy. 

It’s quesabirria tacos, greasy gut- 
busters that combine cheese (queso) 
with stewed beef (birria de res) to form 
a sort of hybrid taco-quesadilla that

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comes with a cup of meat-flecked jus 
(consomé) for dipping. They’re crispy, 
they’re gooey, and the broth is entic- 
ingly salty, but above all else, they’re 
packed with slow-cooked flavor. Hail- 
ing from Los Angeles by way of the 
Mexican state of Zacatecas, then onto 
Pleasanton and finally the Mission, Ta- 
cos El Patron is S.F’s line-out-the-door 
destination for what has, until now, 
been something you have to wait for 
hours at an East Bay pop-up in order 
to enjoy. ( There are no lines lately, 
however. As of press time, equipment 
woes have kept El Patrén shuttered for 
a few days.) 

At $4.75, one quesabirria taco is 
a bit more than the standard tacos al 
vapor with all their fixings at nearby 
Taqueria Vallarta, but far more dec- 
adent than the offerings at the com- 
paratively spartan La Taqueria, which 
somehow retains its foodie cred in 
spite of having to pay out half a million 
in back pay to its workers last year. 

Birria, from the state of Jalisco, is 
usually a goat stew, so this is an every- 
day variation on what is traditionally 
a treat for special occasions, albeit one 
with a good-for-what-ails-you under- 
tone. Tacos El Patron isn’t settling for 
a single breakout hit to carry the day, 
either; the complimentary chips are 
clearly made in-house, served with 
four salsas — the liveliest of which are 
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Hand Made and Fresh 
Over 20 Kinds of Dim Sum 
Dumplings 

Pot Stickers 

Won Ton 
Pancakes 
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the fiery habanero and smokier red. 

While unique among Mission 
taquerias in what it serves, it also 
straddles the line visually. Yes, the 
palette is muted and there are con- 
temporary tropes like gyroscope-esque 
chandeliers and those brushed-metal 
chairs you see everywhere, but it does 
not feel like an alien spaceship touched 
down on the southern end of South 
Van Ness to serve offal-free Mexican 
food to the squeamish. Vegetarian op- 
tions abut plenty of tripe and chorizo, 
plus there’s beer and sangria alongside 
the Jarritos fridge. 

This is a multi-napkin lunch, in the 
best way. The only dilemma at Tacos 
E] Patron is the hoariest of all: One is 
not really enough, but two is too many. 
You know what to do.
